any longer upon Paper Edifts and the word 
of a Kins , demanded Cautiinary Towns, 


and had among ft others the City of Rochel

Whilſt this excellent Prince, "A IV. 
lived, his Edit and ſupplementary Articles | 
hereunto annexed (declarative of many for-

mer Edits) 'were faithfully obſerved ; but 


he was.no ſooner gone than his Succeſſours, 
lofmg, all gratitude , choſe rather to foilow 
the vicious 7 examples of his Predeceſſors than 
the vertuous Precedent that he left them, of 
being true and faithful to Laws and Eugage- 
ments, for at the importunity of their Bi- 
ſhops (enemies to true piety) ſetting aſide all 
faith and reverence due to Laws, made per- 
petual and irrevocable, they took up a ſevere 
perſecution of the Reformed ; from whence 
aroſe ſeveral Wars, and. as many reconciluati- 
ONS ; for the innocent Pr oteſtants, thi/tmg 
after nothing but Peace m the enjoyment of 
their Laws, were always deluded out of their 
advantages to rely upon fair promiſes, and 
the inſtenifrcant word of their King : 
Until Lewis XIII having firſt prepared [all 
Matters, took his opportunity! to fall upon 
this City, the chief Bulwark of the Reform- 
ed, which reſiited upon the account of their 
Priviledoes, as a Cautionary Town, thinking 
it as lawful to defend their Rights, as for

The loſs of this City was the firſt decay of 
the Proteſtant Cauſe and Intereſt in C Writes 
dome, and the Origmal Riſe and Foundation 
of that Greatneſs in the French Monarchy, 
which threatens at this day the Liberty of 
Europe ; for ſo long 4s Rochel renamed 
in freedom under a Maior, his (omcdl, and 
the ( ommon Conncil of forty eip vht, annually 
choſen by themſelves, they were kx formidable

Begun the 20. of Fuly 1627, 


He Naval Army of the King of Great 
Britain , commanded by the Duke of 
Buckniham , High-Admiral of Eng- 
land, appeared firſt to us upon Tueſ- 

| day, the 20th of 7aly, 1627. betwixt 

' Eight and Nine in the morning, to the number of 

Ejghteen, or Twenty Sail: they were then belie- 
ved to be Duzkirkers, lying in wait for a Fleet of 
Hollanders, laden with Salt, which lay in the Road 
. a la Paliſſe, and before S. Martins, (the Principal 

© Townof the Iſle of Re) and ready to ſet fail for 

_ Holland : Upon their nearer approach, they were 

.- ſuſpected to be Engliſh, and Sixty or Eighty Sail in 

” number; but of this we were out of doubt, when 

coming before the Fort La Pree, they ſaluted it 
| B hercely 
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fiercely with Cannon-ſhot, which they continued 
that day, and the next, coming to Anchor « la 
Paliſſe, before the Point of Sablancear, one of the 
Excremities in the Iſle of Re, on that ſide next 
R:cnel. 

On Wedneſday the 21. the Rochellers kept a Falt; 
and betwixt Sermons there arrived in a Shallop 
( from the Duke of Buckingham ) at the Chain, 
( which is the entrance by Sea into the City ) an 
Enzliſh Gentleman, called Baker, deſiring to ſpeak 
with the Mayor (for fo the Chief Magiſtrate was 
called ) and to his Council ; who having notice 
thereof, ſent the Sicur Prox Sherift, and Symond 
Theninine Advocate, to acquaint him that they 
were in their Churches at their Devotions in the 
Celebration of a Faſt, and could nofThat day give 
him Audience ; upon which he returned not a little 
diſcontented. | 

The 22. between Nine and Ten in the morning, 
the Duke of Soubize (followed by Mr. Baker, A- 
gent for the Duke of Buckingham) came to the Gate 
of S. Nicholas, deſiring entrance into the City : 
The Guard, before the admitting of him , ac- 
quainting the Mayor therewith, he immediately 
repaired thither; and finding him betwixt the 
two Gates, remonſtrated to him the conſequence 
of his coming into the City ; intreating of him, if 
he defircd. the good and Conſervation of Roche!, 
andthe Church of France, to return to the Duke 
ol Buckingham), but the old Dutcheſs of Rohan, 
his Mother (who was ſome Months before retired 
hither) coming to meet her Son, after Salutations 
and Imbraces, took him by the hand, ſaying with a 
loud voice,(that ſhe might be heard by the Mayor, 
and the multitude that were there) My Song come 

| - fo 
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ſee your Siſter , who is very ſick: At which words, 1627.4 


without demanding leave of the Mayor, (who 
found himſeif ſurprized, aud durſt not openly and 
by force oppoſe him) he went into the Ciry with 
her, asdid alſo Mr. Baker, who demanding to be 
heard in Council, which was held after Dinner, hz 
made this Speech, as followeth : 

Gentlemen, | am ſent by my Lord, the Duke of 
« Buckingham, High-Admiral of England, to de- 
©clare to you the Reaſons for which (by the Com- 
© mand of the Ring my Maſter) he 1s come to the 
*place where he now is, and in ſight of you, ac- 
*companied with a Fleet of Ships laden with 
*Souldiers, Artillery, and Ammunition, ready to 
* make a deſcent, if occaſion require. 

© It is ſufficiently known to the World, how the 
(King of Great B7itain, our Maſter, having Per- 
© ſonally by an Adventure very rare, and by a Pru- 
* dence exceeding much his Age,diſcoyered before, 
and fince his coming to the Crown, the danger 
© ready to fall upon him, and the reſt of Chriſter- 
* dom, by the Ambition, Fraud, and Power of the 
© Honſe of Auſtria, hath uſed all induſtry to pre- 
© vent this danger ; and that not only by his own 
Forces, but alſo by thoſe of his Allies: to which 
© Reſolution, as he hath been preſſed by almoſt all 
© Princes and Eſtates of Chriſtendom ;, ſo none hath 
© done it with more vehemency and efficacy than 
©the French King, his Brother-in-law, and his Mi- 
©niſters, not only by Arguments, but alſo by Pro- 
© miſes of Union and Aſfſiltance in that Common 
£ Cauſe. | 

© And to conſerve this Mutual Intereſt againſt a 
* Common Enemy, or ſuſpected Friend, was the 
* reaſon why the King our Maſter hath more de- 
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fired the Amity and Alliance of France, than of 
(all the World beſides, hoping by this means to 
© have the Power to divert the thoughts of this 
* Great King from the ruine of his beſt Subjects, 
' (thole of hl Reformed Religion) and humbling 
* the truce Enemies of his Eſtate, who keeps from 
* nim ſo many brave Provinces and Ringdoms, 
© polleiied by his Predeceſlors. In the proſecution 
* of which Delign, he was willing to have facri- 
« ficed all his Intereſt for Common Good, and fe- 
* curing of Chriſtendom. 
© But __ Sos hath found by too dear expc- 
: "Tien ce, that being Iingagedin a War with Sparm, 
3e did not x only not receive the favour and afli- 
*-hge of France , which with reaſon he might 
*nave expected.but by expecting it,received more 
: prejudice and hinderances than from Sparz It ſeit; 
"and the reaſon _—_ 1s moſt appareit, tor, the 
* grand Geſign of this Eſtate 1s to take the advan- 
"age of thc cnn of the King our Maſter 
"with Spain, to ruine and extirpate at the ſame 
« time thoſe of theReformed Religion in France; 
"not that his Majeſty will believe that this pro- 
*cceas from the Frearch Ring his Brother-in-law, 
"or the Quecn his Mortier, being ſo great Princes, 
« and fo nearly Allied to him; but you, Gentle- 
* men,know hetter than we the Powerful Influences 
(that tne 7c eſrtits and Spaniſh Faction have upon the

ways taken in the Aﬀairs of the Reformed 
Church of this Kinodom, and with how much Zeal 
and Care they bave labored thtir "good, is moſt emi- 
nextly known to all, the Examples thereof having been 
as ordinary as the eccaſtons. The preſent King, my 
melt honoured Lord and Maſter, has not come therein 
bevind bis Predecefſers, if his honeſt and laudable de- 
ſigns, for their good and advantage, had not been per- 
wertcd to ther rune, by thoſe whoſe intereſt it was to 
have accompliſhed them: What Advantages bath he re- 
fuſed ? what Parties hath he not purſued, that by his 
All:nce with Fgance he migot work the more profita- 
bly and powerfully for the reſtitution of the Churches 
to their Antient Liberty and Spleriaour ? And how 
con!ld we have expettcd leſs from ſo ftritt an Alliance, 
and fo many reatcrated Promifes from the Month of a 
Great Prince, than Effects truly Royal and ſuitable ro 
his Grandure,, but the Iſſue is ſo far ſhort of that, 
that his Mijeſty, inſtead of obtaining freedom and ſe- 
curity for the Churches, and 4 general Peace toFrance, 
by tne reconciliation of thoſe who breathe after nothing 
but all ſort of obedience to their King, under the en- 
joyment of Ediits, hath met with nothing but the con- 
trary, ſome having prevailed by the intereſt they had 
11 thoſe of the Religion, to the deceiving of them, and 
that not only by dividing them from him, but alſo by 
rendering him, if not odious, at leaſt under ſuſpect with 
thein, mm perverting tne means that he ordained ſor

K ins my *aſter, for being puvlickly illuded, than a 
Reſentment equal and proportionable to the injury done 
him : But he hath had Patience beyond Patience; and 
whilcft he could hope to relieve the Churches by other 
means, he hath wot had recourſe to Arms, until being 
made inſtrumental of the laſt Peace upon Conditions 
diſadvantagions enonoh, which had never been accep- 
ted of without the interceſſion of His Majeſty, who in- 
terpoſed His Credit and Intereſt with the Churches, 
even with MMenaces, for procuring their agreeing to 
them: for ſalving the honour of the moſt Chriſtian 
King, and giving him aſſurance, not only of the obſer - 
wance of them, but alſo of the melioration of the ſaid 
Conditions, whileſt he ſhould remain Caution towards the 
Churches, but what hath been the iſſue of all thes, 110- 
thing but the abuſe of his Bounty, and that winch His 
Majeſty thought would have been a Remedy to all their 
Evils, hath it not carried the Churches to almoſt the 
laſt point of ruine? Solittle it fails, that by the contt- 
mation of the Fort before Rochel, (the demoliſhing 
whereof was promiſed) by the violence of the Soldiers, 
and Garrijons inthe ſaid Fort and Iſles, as well to- 
wards the Inhabitants of the ſaid City, as Strangers, 
who, inſtead of being intirely with-drawn, have been 
aayly augmented, and other Forts built, and, by the 
Commiſſuners remaining in the ſaid City beyond the time 
agreed, Cabals have been held; by the means of which 
Diviſions have crept in amoug ſt the Inhabitants, to 

the 
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the opening the Gates to Neighbour Troops, and byq. 
ther breaches of the Peace, the ſaid City, and in it 
the whole Church, hath wanted little of arawing its liſ 
Breath ;, and nevertheleſs his Majeſty hath contained 
himſelf, and not oppoſed ſuch great Injuries and Viola. 
tions of Faith, more than. by Complaints and Interceſ. 
frons, until having had certain adviſe (confirmed by in- 
tercepted Letters) of the great preparations that the 
moſt Chriſtian King made for falling upon Rochel; 
and then his Majeſty could not do leſs than vindicate his 
bonour, by a ready taking Arms againſt thoſe that had 
rendered him as a Confederate in their Fraudes and 
Treachery, and to give Teſttmony of the Integrity and 
Zeal which he hath always had to the eſtabliſhment of the 
Churches, which ſhall ever be moſt dear and pretious to 
him above all other things ;, and that if any ſhall queſli- 
on whether this is the only end of his Arms, and not ra- 
ther ſome particular intereſt, let him conſider the Cir- 
cumſtances of time, and diſpoſitions of his Affairs, 
and they cannot believe that the K ing, my Maſter, hath 
any deſign upon France, or can have thoughts of Con- 
queſt in a time ſo diſaduantagions.That he hath at preſent 
for Enemy one of the moſt puiſſant Priaces in the World, 
and that if that had been hw deſign, the Troops which he 


hath on Foot ,upon the ſame account as theſe,reaay to croſs 


the Seas, if the Churches have need thercof,, are but a 


handful of people in compariſon of thoſe that are neceſ- 
fary for the Execution of ſo bigh an Enterprize. 

Who will ot judge rather (as the truth is) that 
zeſe Troops are bitt Auxiliaries,and that the end of them 
75 n0t other than the ſole good of the Churches, which 
for many Reaſons, and ſome important Conſiderations, 
His Majeſty finds himſelf obliged before God and 
1an to protett and ſuccour. And if it ſhall be alled;- 
ed that the King, my Maſter, takes up Arms upon 

ary 
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any other Conſideration, as inrevenge for detaining and 1 gy 


ſeizing of the Ships, Goods, and Effetts of his Sub- 
jefts at Burdeaux, and other places of this Kingdom, 
contrary to the manifeſt Agreement and Treaty between 
the two Crowns, (which is expreſs in this point) andto 
the irreparable prejudice : Nay even to the total ruine of 
Commerce, (inthe rupture of which the poor people of 
this Realm, who cannot retail their Commodities, do 


| not only groanunder the Burthen of ſo many T axes and 


Impoſutions , but alſo under the neceſſities of Life it 
ſelf) inſomuch, that the apprehenſion that the King, my 
Maſter, hath of the moſt Chriſtian King's growing 
Greatneſs at Sea, hath moved him to this preparation, 
for the preventing his sncrgaſing there, eſpecially being 
conſtrained thereunto, as having no hopes of accommo- 
dating Aﬀairs. The Anſwer unto all is this, That 
whoever will examine the Arreſts, Seizures, and 
Prizes taken on one ſide and the ether, will find that my 
Maſter, and his Subjetts, have hitherto reaped much 
more profit by the Rupture, than the French King and 
his Subjects have done. 

But Secondly, The King, my Maſter, doth ſo lit- 
tle value the Increaſe of the French King®s Power at 
Sea, that when he ſhall but think fit to give Letters of 
Hart to his Snbjetts, he can, by them alone, diſſipate 
all his vain and feeble Attempts, without 1mploying to 
that end a Royal Navy. And Laſily, If it be ſaid 
that the. King, my Maſter, hath been neceſſuated to this 
Arming, as having no hopes of an Accommodation, 
the contrary will be ſufficiemly manifeſt, to all that will 
conſider the many Sollicitations that have been made, 
as well by their own proper Miniſters, as by the Mini. 
niſters of other Princes, by their Inſtigation, to the 
King, my Maſter, for an Accommodation , and all 
this aforeſaid bears Teſtimony for the King my Maſter, 
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that he hath not been conſtrained to take Arms for any 


particular Intereſt, but ſolely for defence of the Chur- i 


ches, for whoſe Liberty and Security he remains re- 
ſponſable. And yet, nevertheleſs, there ure ſome who 
are ſo bold as to mſinnate, that his Majeſty hath a par. 
ticular Deſign, and that he makes uſe of Religion as a 
Pretence for forming a Party, that by the means of 
their Conjunttion with his, he may carry on his De- 
fren as he bath projetted it : But our Religion teacheth 
2 altogether other things , and the Piety of the King, 
my Maſter, in which he yields too man living, will 
never permit 1t in him. His Deſign is the Eſtabliſhment 
of the Churches, his Intereſt is their good, his end their 
contentment; and this being ſo, if the Churches deſire 
not his aſſiſtance, the beating of theſe Drums, and diſ- 
playing of theſe Colours, ſhall ceaſe, and the noiſe of 
War be bxried in ſilence, fur that they appear not other- 
wiſe than for your ſake, as they have been advanced for 


your ſervice.

bize, anddigeſtedall the aftair, made report therc-

.. The ſame day as theſe things were tranſacted 
Y - at Rochel, being the 22d. the Duke of Buckingham 
-  approach'd with part of his Army to the point 
- of Sablancean, and under the favour of his Cannon 
9 ſhooting without ceaſing, he made a deſcent 
- ofhis troops. Monſieur Thoiras who expected him 
7 -there with 2co Horſe, and 8 or goo Foot, uſed 
* all his endeavours to hinder his deſcent, and put 
the E-gliſh into ſuch confuſion, that a great Num- 
, ber were drowned : Nevertheleſs the Duke con- 
tinuing his deſcent in ſuch ſort, that he landed near 
3000 men ; Monſieur Thoriras was forced to retreat, 
and the rather becauſe the ſhips ſhot upon him with 
adyantage, which obliged him to retire to the next 
'Town celled Laffior, and from thence to the Bur- 
rough of St. Martins, leaving upon the place about 
300 foot, and of the horie about 80 among which 
. was found; his Brother Monſieur Reſtingliers the 
Baron Navails, Chantail, and Tablier ; for which, 
as a]ſo, for the Officers of the Infantrie, he ſent 
the next morning by a Trumpiter, deſiring them of 
the Duke of Buckineham, who granted his requeſt : 
And asto the Erzliſh,this action coſt them near 500 
men 3 but above all Monheur Blancard, a Gentle- 
. manof rare merit, who had negotiated all this 
affair, and was as the ſoul that moves all the mem- 
bers, inſomuch that the Ezglih loſing him, they 
found themſelves Stripped of their Principal Coun- 
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ſellor. on 


The 23d the Council allembled in the City-Hall 
tohear the report of their Commiſſioners; It being 
ordered formerly, that nothing of importance 
ſhould be reſolved upon, which concerned the 
Church in general, without takingtime for knowing 

' their Advice: For acquainting the Duke of Buck: 
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ingham herewith tizy appointed the Sieurs Iſa, 


Blandin, Sieur of Herbiers for the Corporation, or / 


Counſel of the City, Gayer 7unior for the body of 


the Citizens, -and conformable to this reſolution - 


the next moraing being the 24. Herbiers and Gayer 
with the Duke of Saubize, and Mr. Baker, waited 
upon the Duke in the Iſle of Ree. 

At this ſame time it was propoſed in Council by 
ſome of Rochel,as alſo of Marar.to bring upon thei 
own adventure, a great quantity of Corn and Wine 
into Roche! conditionally, that in caſe the City had 
not need thereof for the Publick, it ſhould be al. 
lowed them to ſell at reaſonable rates to particu: 
lar Perſons,and in caſe it ſhould happen that neither 
the one nor the other, had by reaſon of a Peace 
any need, they ſhould tranſport them whither they 
ſhould think fit. This propoſition was very plea- 
ſing to the greateſt part of the Council, and judg- 
ed moſt profitable for the publick good of the Ci 
ty, but ſome of the principal, who were more con. 
cerned in their particular Intereſt, than was the 
generality of the people ; becauſe they had ſome 
Wine to ſell, and hoped for a good Vintage, op- 
poled the propoſition as to Wines very ſtrongly, 
alledging that it would be the breach of the Privi- 
ledges which their Anceſtors had religiouſly pre- 
ſerved from Father to Son, and by this means ren- 
der the Vines of the Government unprofitable, and 
{o concluded that they ſhould not admit their offer 
iave only asto Corn ; The Merchants propoſing, 
Remonſtrared hereupon that for two reaſons they 
couid not make this contract for Corn alone. The 
one that they ſhould loſe by it without hopes of re- 
compenling their loſs, otherwiſe than by Wine. 
Secondly, That if they ſhould carry away their 

| = Corn 
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| Corn without buying Wine, the thing would be 


ſabject to ſuſpition, ſeeing that in Holland, whither 


they pretended to ſend it, had more need of Wine 


than Corn. In concluſion to ingage the City they 
offered to pay a Crown Cuſtom for every Tun, 
but notwithſtanding all that they could ſay, the 
intereſted prevailed, alledging that the Engliſh be- 
ing powerful at Sea, and near to them, could eve- 
ry hour ſend them Corn, Wine, and other Provi- 
ſions and Commodities, more then they wanted, 
= this obſtinate Counſel coſt them dear in the 
end. 

After the deſcent and Fight made by the Duke 


of Buckingham in the Ifle of Ree, three days paſled 


without any attempt made by either party one up- 
on the other, only Monſieur T horas by little Skir- 
myſhes kept his enemies in breath, but expecting 
another Fight, retired to the Burrough of St. ar- 
ras, and from thence into the Citadel with all that 
he was able to bring thither. The Duke of Buck- 
ingham fortified and intrenched himſelf in the 
place where he made his deſcent, as well becauſe 
he had not the knowledg of the Country, as that 
he dreaded the Forces of the Iile, which he feared 
were great, and gathering together to fall upon 
his people, who had not well recovered their hard- 


| ſhipat Sea, and misfortunes at Land : Neverthelels 


in: common opinion, if he had briskly followed 
Monſieur Tho:iras he had carricd the Citadel at-one 
of the Gates, which was not finiſhed, where ten or 
twelve men on breſt might have entered, beſides 
that it was ill provided with Victuals and other ne- 


. Cellaries, which during this delay they carried day 


and night thithgr : and alſo induſtriouſly repaired 


the weakeſt parts of the Fortifications. 
The 
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16 The Yiffory of 
1627, The 26th the Duke of Bucksnghar 41th his Ar. 
Ful mies of 7 or 8000 Foot, aiid 100 Horſe morcheg 

in Battail to St. Martins ;, which ho potIiiiet time - 

ſelf oft, and approaching within "ali Musket inot 
of the Trenches and ditch of the Citadel ; did w:th 
great dilligence in fix days, finiſh his Batteries, 
and one of them being upoa the Haven of the Bur. 
rough, put the aſlieged in great fear, becanſe it 
lay right upon their Mills, yet nevertheleſs they 
found means to defend them. 

Soon after the Duke of Buckipham®s deſcent 
In the Iſle of Re, particular Citizens of Rochel being 
allured by gain, and the beauty of Facobns's gold, 
furniſhed his Army for their refreſhment with all 
ſorts of Proviſions; which they continued todo 
ſo long, until they left their own City unprovid- 
ed of Vietuals. | 

Thurſday the 29. it was debated in the Coun- 
cil whether they ſhould ſend deputies to comple- 
ment'the Duke of Angouleſme, who lay at Marans, 
agreat Burrough, (about 1o or 12 Ergliſh Viies 
from RKochel) many were againſt itz leait the Ex- 
eliſh ſhould thereby, be diſcouraged, and there vp- 
on leave their Town as a prey to their enemies:

thither ; and from the Engliſp, ſhon!d they remain 
Maſters of the Iſles, becauſe thereby they would 
have a Bit in their Mouths to curb them as they 
Pleaſed, if peradventure they did not totally Ma- 
ſter them; and therefore it behoved them, whilſt 
inthe beginning .of the Difference, to endeavour 
to pacifie it, and, by paying their Reipects to 
this Prince, they might open a way to it. In the 
end, after great Contelt, they reſolved to ſend to 
him, and to that purpoſe named certain Commitſe 
ſioners, on the behalt both of the Magiſtracy and

Martins to leave their Convent, but provided for 
tiieir nourilhment,

The 6th day of Az2ſt the Mayor and Counci] 
ſent Deputies tothe Duke of Buck:ngham, to de. 
fire him not to hinder any more the Veſlels and 
Commodities which would come from the llle of 
Re, or other places, to Rochel; all which he agree. 
ed unto, and received them very kindly. 

T eſday the 10th, The Duke of Angouleſme came 
by break of day, with a Party of Horſe and Foot, 
to the Gates of Rochel, giving a very hot Alarm to 
the Town, who immediately ſent to him to aſſure 
him, That they were the Kings good Servants, 
and had no hand in the coming of ihe Ergliſh to 
the lile of Re: As alſo, That they were not in 
conjunction with them. He anſwered them ami- 
cably, ſo that it was permitted to ſuch of his Ser- 
vants as would, to come into the City, and buy 
what Commodities they pleaſed. 

The ſame day, after Dinner, the ſaid Duke 
went with the Szexr Marillot, and Pompee T argon, 
Engineer, to view the point of Courer], and all 
the Coaſt, without having any ſhot made at them 
from the City, there not being yet any Declaration 
of War on either ſide. 

The 13th. The ſaid Duke writ to the Mayor and 
Corporation of the City, That if they ſhould con- 
tinueto aſſi{t the Engliſh, he would approach with 
his Army to tine Gates of their City: And as 
they were in deliberation thereof, - he came the 
next day -to E/irce, Ia Moulinette, Bongrene, and 
Courecille, his Army being compoſed of ſome Regi- 
ments of Navarre, Chappes, la Bergerie, and 4 
Moity of theRegiments of Guards, with ten Cor- 
n:ts of Cayalry, and a good quantity of Cannon.

hellers what they had to expect. They ſent the 
Sieurs Papin and de Foſs tothe Duke of Buckingham, 
in the Iſle of Re, to deſire him to ſend back the 
Szerr Loudriere, with the French he carryed thi- 
ther, and obtained their Requeſt of him. 

The 15th, about two or three hours after Mid- 
night, the Engliſh took a Bark which came from the

The ſame night the Duke of Buckingham, hav- 
ing advice that they had but little Water in the

thence, made an Attempt upon their Half-Moon, 
but thoſe that kept it behaved themſelves with ſo 
much reſolution as made the Eze{fh retire with 
loſs, only during this Attacque they employed ſome 
to poyſon the Well, by which they incommoded 
very much the belleged.

fore the Citadel, where the Sicur Thorras received 
part thereof; but refuſing to receive the reſt, they 
were carried over to the Main Land, and ſet on 
ſhore to go whither they pleaſed. 
| In the1ame time ſome Souldiers coming ou: of 
the Citadel, reported to the Duke of Buckingham, 
that Corn and Meal began to be ſcarce with the 
aſlieged, that they were reduced to Biſquer and 
Horlſe-tleſh, beſides, that the Souldiers were great- 

 Iyincommoded from the ill weather, and continual 
Rains; and that they were contriving among 

themſelves ſome Revolt,

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The 28. the Sieur Thoiras finding i'om day to 


. day neceſſity preſſing him, and that he could not 
receive any news from the Main, fcnt three Soul: 
diers, each of them with a Packer of Letters, ac- 
quainting the Condition he found himlelf in, who 
undertook to carry them : by Swimming, one of 
" the three got to Fort Lewis, another was drown» 
ed, andthe third not being able to hold our, ren- 
dered himſelf to the Engliſh, and gave them advice 
of all that paſſed in the Citadel : The Duke of 
Buckingham underſtanding their condition, writ to 
the Sicur Thoiras, endeavouring to ſhew him his 
neceſlity, and perſwade him to render the Citadel, 
and all that he held in the Iſle, into his hands, with 
offers of very advantageous and honourable Con- 
ditions ; but if he would hold out until the laſt 
Extremity, he could not then hope for the ſame. 


To this Letter the Sieur The:ras made anſwer with 


great civility, yet telling him, that he was not re- 
duced to ſuch ſtraits as he believed; and ſome 
days were ſpent in Complements, and fricndly 
Correſpondence, by Gentlemen ſent with Preſents 
from one to the other, which made the Rochelle;'s 
ſuſpect the Duke, and from thenccforward to de 
ipair of taking the Citadel. 

Nevertheleſs, the Duke gave not over, endca- 
youring by all means poſſible, to make himſelf Ma- 
iter of the place; and to come the ſooner to his 
end,fitted out upon the Water a floating Machine, 
which played continually with eight Cannon; and 
by the means of Pinnaces and Barks equipped for 
War, endeavoured to prevent all ſuccours of Men 
and Victuals ; and further, made a Pallaſade of 
Ship-MVaſts, and great Cables, kept above water 
by Veſſels, and betwixt the Veſlcls by Pipes and

Stones; and indeed , he omitted nothing that Sepremb. 


might entirely ſhut up that ſide, which according 
to the report of ſeveral Souldiers, made the Sieur 
Thoiras and his people very uncaſte. 


- Be. SEPTEMBER. 


Tueſday the 7th of September, twelve or thir- 
teen Pinnaces, laden with all fort of Proviſions, 
Entred the Citadel, having paſſed the Engliſh Ar- 
my, Pinnaces, Shalloops, and Pallaſades, which by 
Storms the night before had been half broken and 
bruiſed; which continuing, obliged thoſe in the 
Ships of the Pallaſade to cut their Cables which 
tyed them together, which happened well to thoſe 
in the Citadel, who were not able to do any more, 
and who were ſo preſled, that had this Succour 
ſtaid three days longer, the Sieur Thoiras muſt 


have been forced to have delivered the place : but 
as this was matter of great joy to them, ſo it was 


of grief and ſorrow to the Duke of Buckingham, 


who by break of day diſcharged his Choler by the 
"Mouth of his Cannon upon the Citadel and Pin- 


Naces. 

Friday the 10th, about four or five in the E- 
vening, the Rochellers obſerving the working at a 
place over againſt the two Mills, fired their Can- 
non upon them, the Fort Zewzs anſwering them in 
the ſame kind, which croſſed the City, but with - 
out doing any harm; fo that by this mutual thun- 
dering , they declared War one againſt the 0- 
ther. 

The ſameday, about eight in the Evening, the 
Fort Lewis fired three Cannon-ſhot with Fire-Bul- 


| Its, oneof which fell in a Houle full of Hay ant1 
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Straw, near a Stack of green Wood, which was 
entirely burnt : Ar firit this new Invention aſto- 
niſhed them much, and obliged them to fcek reme. 
dy againit tne like. | 

The 1 1th, tlrz Council fitting 1n the Town-Hall, 
and the whole Body allembled, Commillioners 
were ordered to conſider upon conditions for the 
Minting of Money; as allo the Mayor and Coun- 
cil were defired to publiſh a Manifeſt, and to ſee 
to the Articles of Conjunction with the Dake of 
Buckingham. 

The 12th, the Duke of Buckingham received a 
Recruit of 2599, by ſeven Ships and four Flutes. 
The ſame day the Er2Ljh took two Barks laden 
with Proviſions and Munition of War for the Ci- 
radel, and gave Chaſe to a Ship which followed 
the Bark, and purſucd hcr unto the Stuckets or 
Pallaſades. 

The 13th, in the Evening, the Rochellers obſer- 
ving ſome at work near the Houſe of Courelle, for 
the raiſing of a Fort, they playcd their Cannon up- 
on them. Tine ſame day, in the Evening, came 
from the Iſle of Re to Rechel the Sieurs Aſhbburn- 
ham tor the Duke of Buckingham, and St. Surin for 
the Sieur Thorras, 1N their way to the King at. P4- 
ris, from whence Aſhburmham (after having con- 
ferred with his Majeſty) was to go to England, 
and began their journey the next day : And this 
was the effect of the Communications before-men- 
tioned, when all believed, the Duke being cheat- 
ed by St. S#rin, he would find this Voyage to no 
purpoſe, as it proved. 

The 15th, Monſzeur the King's only Brother ar- 
rived at Eſtre, and skirmiſhed his Cavalry with 
thoſe of Rochel, who after ſome ſmall loſs gave

" Horſe and Foot unto the very Ditch of the Fort Sepreab. 
=  Tadon; but being too fac advanced, h- lolt fome

The ſame day, 
about eight in the Evening , they from the 'Forr

ty ; the Fire took effect.in a Houſe near the Town- ay 
| houſe , where there were Fagots; and the cuttings 
' of Vines, butir 'was extinguiſhed without burn- 
ing more than the Roof, and part of the Wood. 
The 16th, the "Mayor made Proclamation tho- 
Tough all the Quarters of che City, commanding 
every one to remove out of their high Chambers, 
and Garrets, Wood, Hay, Straw, and whatever 
was ſubject to fire, and to keep there Oxe-hides, 
Pales and Tubs of Water, as well to quench the 
Fire, as to throw upon the Bullets. ry 
The 17th, a Party of Cavalry fallying out of 
Rochel ſome days before upon Adventure, brought 
into the City a Courrier which the King had ſent 
with a Packet to the Duke of Angouleſme, with ma- 
'ny Letters for particular Perſons in the Army, by 
which was diſcovered the King's deſign of ſhut- 
ting in the Rochellers by Sea with a Bank, and a 
Naval Army, and incloſing them on the Land-fide 
with a ſtrong Line of Communication ; and ſo to 
 gainthem by hunger, rather than force, according 
tothe Tenure of that to the Duke of Angonleſme,

The 19. the Engliſh took a Barque laden with 
Proviſions and Munition for the Citadel, where 
was the Son of the Szeur Sangion, as they had ſome 
days before taken, and funk many others which 
ſteered the ſame courſe. 

The 22. there went from Rochel ſeven fail to go 
to Re, upon whom was made from the Fort Lewis 


many great ſhot, but without touching them : 


In the one was the Szeurs Fohn Gitteu Sheriff, for- 
merly Admiral of. Rochel, and David Foſs Adyo- 
cate, Deputies from the Mayor and his Counſel 
to the Duke of Buckingham, to carry him the Ar- 
ticles drawn for their conjunction with him. 

The 22. betwixt two and three, before day, ar- 
rived in the Citade] a Barque of about 30 Tuns, 
laden with all ſorts of Proviſions, Munition, and 
Refreſhments, upon which the Ezelih made many 
unprofitable Cannon-ſhot.

Thurſday night, before Fryday the 8th of Ofto- 1627. 
ber, deſigned for the Rendition, there went forty Octob, 


Barks and Pinnaces from Ollopne, laden with Men, 
and all forts of Provifions, for the Belly as well as 
war, whereof 29 got happily into the Citadel, 
by the favour of a very great North-Eaſt-Wind, 
which blew ſo hard, and maſter'd the Eneliſh Ar- 
my in ſach ſort, that it could not hinder their paſ- 
ſing ; ſave that there were four funk to the ground 
by Cannon-ſhot. This ſuccour came very ſeaſo- 
nably to the Sierr Thoiras ; becauſe in the morn- 
Ing, according to Conditions, he ought to have 
render'd the Citadel. 

The Duke of Buck:z7ham on the contrary was ſo 
diſcontented and diſcouraged , that, having dil- 
charged his Choler with multitude of Cannon-ſhot, 
which broke in pieces fifreen or twenty of theſe 
Pinnaces, (but already un-laden ) two or three 
days after he took away his Cannon from his Bat- 
teries, and Shipped them, with part of his Men, 
having taken a reſolution to raiſe the Siege, and 
toreturn for England; but the Duke of Soubize, 
who was near to him, as alſothe Deputies of Ro- 
chel, and the Inhabitants of the Iſle, intreating 
him very earneſtly not to abandon them, and of- 
fering him whatever was in their Power, which 
prevailed with him to ſuſpend this Deliberation 
until the Arrival of Sicr Dolbiere, who he had 
ſent into England, and who put him in hopes of a

tadel, was taken by the Ereliſh Shalloops, who 
flew the Son of R:chardztere,who commanded there, 
and moſt part of his Men. 

The 15th. A Ship laden with dry Fiſh, and ſome 
Barks laden with Wine and other things from the 
Iſle of Re, came into Rochel: there were fired at 
them from the Forts Lewss, Port-Nenf, and Con- 
reille, 35Cannon-ſhot,without touching any of them. 

The 19th. One called Franc, 'one of the Meſlen- 
gcrstothe King's Council, was brought into Re- 
chel by Foha Fareme, a {font and bold Souldier, 
v-ho took him Prijoner ncar Lufronan as he rid 
poit with many Letters, and ſome even from the 
King himſelf, writ to ſeveral Governours of Pro- 
vinces, by which he gave advice of the beſteging 
of the Citadel; commanding them to fend all the 
Ships they could, laden with Stones to fill and 
ſhur_ up the Haven of Rechel; 2s alſo 'to have his 
Naval Army in readineſs, upon the firſt Command, 
ro com? before Roche; And this by Letters dated 
the 14th of Oftcver.

quarter'd in Houſes. Ottober. 


The 24th. The Duke of Soxb:ize writ to the Ro- 
chellers, exhorting them to ſend Deputies to the 
King of Great Brittain;, upon which were named 
the Sieur Jaques: David Sheriff > on the behalf of 
the Common-Hall ; Sex Fohn de Hinfſe, on behalt 


. of the Bourgeſſes; and on behalf of the Church 


the Szerr Salbert, a Miniſter, who was in Re, near 
the Duke of Buckingham. 

The 25th. Before day there came into Rockel, 
from Ernglazd, a Ship with 150 Tuns of Corn, as 


alſo ſome Barks laiden with Wine and other Com- 


modities, and entred without any damage, though 
with the bright of the Moon, and had been ſhot 
at thirty or forty times with Cannon from the 
Fort Lew::, and the Batteries. 

- The26th. The Rochellers publiſhed their Mant- 
feſt, by which they gave an Account of the Cau- 
fes and Reaſons which moved them to joyn Arms 
with the King of Great-Brittain, and put at the 
foot of the ſame their Kings Letter to the Duke of 
Angouleſme, as alſothe Oath of Lew:s the Eleventh 
made to Robert Cadior, Mayor of Rochel, 1472. 

In this Manifeſt they ſay, That one of the Con- 
ditions of Peace in 1522, which is recited,

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I627. ſo that neither their Complaints, nor the reite - 
Octob. rated Complaints of their Deputies to his Majeſty th 
of the breach of Agreements, could produce an; he 
effect. That their d:{ign in preſerving this Fort, at 
and furniſhing it fo much, appeared ſufficient 
by.the ſeveral Enterpriſes that had been made UP. C 
on the City. Tis was the occaſion which moved J| 
the Duke of Rohan, with whom the Peace of 162) fi 
had becn Treated, to take Arms, and give cauſ \ 
to the Duke of Soxbize to makean Enterprize np.

come againſt them in Arms, committing Acts of 
Hoſtility. That the following Peace, having 
been made by the Interceſſion of the Amballadors 
of the King of Great Brittain, and of the States 
of Fl.:nd, under divers Articles, and above all 
apon the word of a King, even given to the ſaid 
Amballadouts in writing, that within fix Months 
the Fort ſhoutd be demoliſhed, yet nothing of it 
had been obſerved : That inſtead of ſuffering them 
to bring back tieir Goods, the Szerr Thoiras had 
ſjerzed them, and carryed away all their Sait, and 
buiita Citadel in the llle of Re. That inſtead of 
reducing theCarrifons to the number agreed upon, 
they had been increalcd in fuch ſort, that there 
was alwayes near Cight or ten thonſand men round 
the City. Thatupon the paſlages io Maran, and. 
other places, thcy had built new Forts, which 
blocked the City, and hindred the bringing in of 
<ornand Provitions. That the Siexr Thoiras did 
the 
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the ſame by Sea, by the help of Veſſels, which

That the Szeur Briel, ſent as Interdant of the 
Court of Juſtice, had committed unheard of tn- 
juſkice ; as the putting a Souldiec to death upon 
ſuſpicion of having broken a Crucifhx in time of 


War, which afterwards was proved falſe, the 


Crucifix being found. That contrary to the pri- 
viledges agreed to with the City by the King, 
which was not of Grace, but under Covenant 
given to France; That they charged the City as 
belonging to the Domane, eſtabliſhing Offices for 
taxing the Corn and Wine of the Government, 
ſent Commands to Sieur Thoiras, Governour of 
the City, to build the faid Fort and Citadel. That: 
beſides theſe Injuries done them in particutar, 
thoſe of the Religion, in general, we.e ill uſed 
thorough the whole Kingdom, and the r Edicts 
violated in all the heads. That hereupon the 
King of England, who on bchalt of the King, 
was to them Garrantee of the Pcace, (which was 
ſo little obſervcd) having ineltccually imployed 
his Interceiſion, refolved upon taking Arms; and 


_ having ſent his Army into theſe Quarters, tliey lent 
 Depuries to the Duke of Azgouleſum, wie was in 


Arms ſo near to them as rar, to ſatisfie him by 
proteſtation, That they deſired to remain invic- 
lable 1n their Fidclity and Obedience to the King, 
and to beſecch him ro intercede with the King for 
their enjoyment of the laſt Treaty of Peace. That 
inſtead of hearkening thereunto, he declar*d War 
againſt them, plundcring their Houſes, building 
of Fortstoo near to them, and committing open- 
ly all acts of Hoſtlity, whilſt they yer held them-

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ſelves-in ſuſpence. In the end ther: feil into thei 
hands theKiygs Letters to the ſaidDuke,of the 13; 
of September, where they found the Map of thei 
ruine, and the Order for beſieging them both þ; 
Sea and Land : That being reduced to this point 
they ſaw themſelves forced to take Arms, and t; 
joyn with the Ergliſh, praying all their goo 
Country-men, and all good Kings and Princes t 
approve of their Deſign, and to aſliſt them there. 
in, under proteſtation nevertheleſs to remain zl. 
wayes in the duty of Subjection and Fidelity dy 
to the King; and that they ſhould be ready to fu. 
"mit themſelyes to him, when 1t ſhould pleaſe. hin 
to receive them into his fayour, and cauſe th: 
breach which had been made upon the Edicts to; 
repaired, and to eſtabliſh them in their ancient Li. 
berties and Priviledges. 

Tothis Manifeſt was publiſhed an ample Ar. 
ſwer, the ſum of which was, That if the Treaty 
Montpelier had not in all points been executed, th 
Rochellers were the cauſe of it, they having firſt br. 
hen it, 1n that the Exerciſe of the Romiſh Religion oug!i 
to have been re-eſtabliſhed fully and peaceably in thei 
City, which they would not ſuffer when the Commiſſ 
zers of the King were ſent, nor ſuffer the publick, pra 
fliſe of the Popiſh Ceremonies ;, beſides that, the Kin, 
by the ſame Treaty, having ordered the diſſolving ij 
the new Order of forty eight Burgeſſes, they would nt 
do it, adding thar, to their other diſobedience, 
which made his Majeſty believe that it behoved him 
to ſtop that demoliſhment which they preſſed fo 
much for, that they might be at the more liberty 
for a new Inſ{urre&tion. That the Armies levyed 
afterwards by the Duke of Rohan, in Langueder, 
and the King's Veſſels, ſeized by the Duke of how 
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bize, at Blaver, were Rebellious Attempts with- 
out Example, and that the whole had been agrecd 
with them, who nevertheleſs was willing to amule 
the King with feigned pretences of Loyalty, buthe 
did not think it reaſonable to ſuffer himſelt co be 
No deceived by them. 

As fothe Treaty of Peace which followed, it 
was falie that Strangers had acted therein as Medi- 
ators, that the King had given his word to them, 
or conſented to that Injury of their Maſter's, be- 
ing Garrantees to his Subjects, as the Ambaſladors 
of England have fince told him, That it after 
this Treaty the King thought good to build a Ct- 
tadel in the Iſle of Re, and Forts in the Paſlages 
from the Iſle of Maran, it was no more than what 
was too apparently neceſlary for bridling a Re- 
bellious City, who then tampered with the Engliſh, 
and further, that it was contrary to truth, that on 
that ſide they had committed any aCct of Hoſtility, 
as all France knows, but that the Paſlages for 
going, and coming, and bringing all forts of Com- 
modities, was free toall. As to the Offices eſta- 
bliſhed contrary to their pretended Priviledges, 
and the Commands of the Governour, given to 
the Sieur T hoiras, that as theſe Priviledges were 
from the King's Grace, and not as they ſay, by 
Covenant, ſo when they were fallen from their 
Duty it was moſt juſt to revoke them; as in the 


- time of Francis the Firſt, who diflolv'd their Com- 


mon-Hall, and gave them.a Govyernour, and ne- 
ver received them to Mercy, until upon their 
Knees, and with Tears, they all made ſ{upplication 
for Mercy. That the Judgment given againſt him 


. who broke a Crucifix was judiciouſly done, upon 
ſufficient Informations. 


That the Complaints of 
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the generality of their Religion, in the reſt of 
the Kingdom, was without Vouchers, and re. 


fated by the free and entire Excrciſe the King 


granted them, and his protection undcr which they 
lived PrACE That the Invaſions of the Pons 
[and their delcent in Arms 1 the lile of Re made 
in full Peace, and without any precedent Denuncia- 
tioa of War, was co:itra q to Juſtice, and the Law 
of Nations, waich the King will make them re- 
pent in. the end. T patif tt he Rechellers at firſt de- 
ferred, declaring for them, and fent Deputies to 
the Duke of Ancouleſme, it was in deſign to gain 
time, and during tlat delay to make their

tis*d that the coming, of the Engliſh was agreed 
upcn with th-m ; and though they had not yet in 
W ords dc 'clar'd for them, 1t was done in efticct, in

wile bring Priſoner a Spaniſh Jeweller, who had le- 


'veral precious Stones by him, which cauſed a 


Debate in Council whether they ſhould be de- 
clared good price; ſome contradicted it, and par- 
ticularly the Sieur Vincent, the Miniſter, who hav- 
ing entertained this man, and found him one 
of Senſe, was for gratifying him, and to manage 
by him, the beginning of a Treaty with the King 
of Spairz, which he maintained with many Rea- 
ſons, and expreſled great difidence of the Duke 
of Buckinevam and the Engliſh, but his motion was 
not reliſhed. 

The 25. thoſe of Rochel ſent forth nine other 
Sail, as well Pinnaces as Barks, equipped for War, 
with three Companies of Infantry, and ſome Vo- 
Juntier Gentlemen, which paſled in ſpight of their 
Batteries, from whence they played upon them 
with their Cannon, bur without effect. 
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This ſame day the Sieur Salbere being excuſed 
going for England, the Sieur Philip Vincent, one gf 
the City Minitters, was by the Church and City. 
Hall appointed in his place, and went the ſame 
day to the iſle of Re, to joyn with the other Depy. | 
ties that were there. 

The 30. about four or five a Clock In the Even. 
ing, twelve or thirteen hundred men, commandeq 
by the Sieur Canaples, Maſter of the Camp toa Re. 
giment of Guards, were ſhipped at the Plomp for 
the Fort /a Pre, which paſling without any obſtry. 
tion, and having a great Party 'there on Land, eq. 
deavoured to make a deicent, but were at {ir{t by 
the Engliſh and French, who joyned to hinder their 
Landing (after a long Combat, with the loſs of 
fifty or {ixty of thoſe that were furtheſt advanced 
on ſhore) forced to return to their Barks for fa. 
ving of themſelves, in which Retreat many were 
drowned ; nevertheleſs, the Night coming on, 
which was ſo fayourable to them, that they found 
themſelves very obſcure , they not only finiſhed 
their deſcent to the Fort, but even conſtrained the 
Engliſh to retreat, with the loſs of ten or twelve

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f Veſſel to be ready to fail with the firſt. 1627. 
of The Duke of Buckingham conſidering the ſup- Nyyemb. 
/- Plies whichthe King ſent to the Fort of /4 Pre, and 
t foreſceing that the deſign was to attack him, and 
- _thathe found himſelf weak, he reſolved upon a 
final Attempt z and upon the ſixth of Novemb. be- 
tween ſeven and eight in the morning, he aſlaulted 
|  _ theCitadel in two places, the French making it 
on one fide, and the Engle on another. At firſt 
they carried all before them, gaining the Ditch, 
and planting their Ladders againſt the Wall and 
Terraces, but their Ladder: proving too ſhort, and 
having todowith pconie who received them with 
much reſolution, they were in the end, after two 
hours conteſt, conſtrained to retreat, with the loſs 
of many men, beſides wounded, which were ſent 
the next day to Rochel to be treated and cured. 
The {ame day, about nine and ten a Clock in the 
Evening, a Houſe in Rochel was fired, near the Bell- 
fry, to the Church S. Saviour , where being lodged 
ſeveral combuſtible Commodities, as Hemp, Flax, 
and Rolin, &c. it burnt fo ſuddenly, that the peo 
ple in their Shifts were hard put to if. to gain the. 
top of the Houſe, and ſo to ſave themſelves by 
their next Neighbours Houle. | 
The ſeventh Dzzro, there went from Rochel to Re 
nineteen Pinnaces and Barks, in one of which was 
the Sieur Yncent, who went to joyn with the other 
Deputies for England. 
The eighth, the Duke of Buck:nzham, aſter this 
laſt attempt upon the Citadel, deſpairing of gain- 
ing it, and of being able to ſtay much longer 1n 
the Ifle, eſpecially ſeeing there arrived from day 
to day conſiderable ſuccours to come into the Field @ 
with, and that his own Army was diminiſhed _ = 
tnan

1627. than one third part, proceeding from the eating 
2yvemb. too Many Grapes, according to Sleur de Commin. 

es Propheſie, reſolved to raiſe the Siege; and to 
imbark with the more ſecurity, ordered his Re- 
treat by the Iſle of Zozs (which a ſmall Channel 
of the Sea ſeparates from that of Re) and having 
made a Bridpe for his paſlage, in caſe he ſhould he 
thereunto forced, he marched his Troops, putting 
in the Reer one of his beſt Regiments, and Colo- 
nel Montjoy with his Cavalry to defend the Infan- 
fry, if need were. This Providence was of great 
uſe to him, for the Night before his Retreat, (be. 
ſides the Troops of the King which were already 
in the Iſle) Marſhal Scomberg arrived there with 
three or four thouſand Foot, and two or three 
hundred Horſe; and upon the advice of the Dukes 
retreat, came in ſuch ſort thundering upon him, 
that had not the Reer-guard ſuſtained the ſhock, 
and defended a long time the Bridge, he had, ac- 
cording to appearance, been totally cut in pieces : 
But the Army being nimble in imbarking, the re- 
fiſtance of theie kept them from danger, only this 
Arrcer-guard and Infantry was entirely defeated, 


mong(t others, Colonel Montjoy, Lord Grey, and 
Lord Montague: And in this manner did the Duke 
of Buckingham leave the Iſle of Re, three Months 
and ſixteen days after his firſt entring the ſame. 
This ſame day was found in many houſes in Ro- 
coel little Packets of Powder, with Matches for 
Tinder-boxes well brimſtoned, and ſome Match 
which had been lighted at one end, which were ne- 
vertheleſs put out without doing any harm.

remained all night in Arms. 

. The twelfth, the Sieur David Vincent, and De- 
binſe, deputed as aforeſaid for England, returned 
from the Exel: Army to Rechel, about 9 a Clock 
in the Evening, as did alſo the Sieur Deſherbeers, 
and brought a Letter from the Duke of Bucken- 
gham, which they delivered to the Mayor and his 
Council, which upon that occaſion was extraordi- 
narily aſſembled in his Houſe; the ſubſtance was 
to counſel them, that whilſt he was in the Road 
to delire a Peace of the King, which as he aſlured 
them vould be granted according to their own 
deſire; but if otherwiſe, he offered them the 
choice of two things (v:iz.) cither to come into 
their City with two thoufand men, or to return 
for England to procure them a ſupply of Corn, and 
all things neceſlary for a ſevere Siege, and to re- 
turn himſelf with an Army and Forces ſufficient 
for their deliverance. 

The ſame day they began about ten a Clock in

The eighteenth, the Sieurs David, Vincent, and 
Dehinſe, imbarking about Noon in a Fly-boat, ſet 
fail for the Iſle Lewis, where they hoped to have 
found the Duke, and with them went ten Barks 
with Bread and Water for the Ezzliſh Army, and 

none were the Stcurs Tefſerezu Counſellor, Four- 
2azlt, and Savarit, who went on the behalti of the 
Rochellers, to deiire the Duke of Buckingham to 
give them ſome of the Corn, and other Provitions, 
which he had in abrndance aboard his Ships ; hut 
being diſappointed in not finding of him, they It 
turned to Rochcl, whillt the Deputies for England 
followed the Engliſh Army.

tenant of Cardinal Richeliew's Guards, who was 
ain refuſing to render himſelf Priſoner, or take 
Quarter. 

This night, about two a Clock in the morning, 
of the 19th Diurto, went out of Rochel the Sieurs 
Daniel Bragnean, on behalf of the City-Hall; and 
Fohn Gebert for the Burgers, to go for England, to 
iaſten ſuccours, and to buy Corn and other Pro. 
vilions for rhe City, and departed with Ten 
Sail (v:z,) three Men of War, five Pinnaces, and 
two Firc-ſhips, and paſled all the Forts, without 
receiving any damage from the Forts, Batteries, or 
Menof War, which lay at Anchor at the Headof 
the Bay ; but going out from the Chain, one ol 
the Fire-fips, thorough the careleſneſs of thoſc 
1n her, was ſo intangled with one of the Men of 
War, tht they were forced to cut her Maſts and 
Cordage, and in that condition turn her a-drift, 
who with the Current was carried to Port-Nevf, 
where ſhe gave them a great Alarm , and made 


them ſpend many Cannon and Musket ſhot upon 


her, until not being anſwered, no perſon being

The 20th, the Rochellers played with their Can- 
non upon the D:zze, of the ſide of Fort Lew:s, to 
interrupt it poſſible their work, which notwith- 
ſtanding they continued. 

The 21th, betwixt two and three a Clock Afrer- 
noon, being High-tide,, the Palliſade of ten or 
twelve great Ships mured full of Stones, was fixed 
between Port-Neuf, and Fort Marilac, on the lide 
of Conreille, half a Cannon ſhot from the City, 
whither they brought them under the favour and 
protection of the Gallies, Mcenof War, and Gal- 
liots of Brouage, the Rechellers Cannon not being 
able ro hinder them ; nor by their fallying out 
with ten Shalloops of War could they eifect any 
thing, but being advanced, were conſtrained to 
retreat, the Enemy having made ready all the Can- 
non of their Batteries, which thundered io furi- 


ouſly upon them, that they could do nothing even 


againſt the Men of War; all that they were able 


todo, being to return with their wounded men. 


The 22th, about nine in the Evening, the Rechel- 


ters fell out by the Port of the two Mills with for-

Cardinal R:chelzen ſeeing his deſign upon Rechcl

| With the ſame Tide, about fix a Clock in the 
Evening, Captain Fohn Martin, called Sacremore, 
commanding alſo a Pinnace of War, paſſed in the 
ſame mauner asthe other had done, drawing after 
her a Prize laden with Bordeaux Wine; but the 
Sea ebbing, he found not water enough to enter 
the City ; ſo that his Prize run aſhoreagainſt the 
Pallifades, and was preſently boarded, and taken 
by the Galliots; but as to himſelf, he run in the 
Owze, or Mud, on the ide of the Fort Tadsn, with-' 
in half a Muſquet ſhot off the City, from whence

A Relation tonching the Negotiation of the Deputies 
of Rochel :z England, ſince the Contents of 
their Letter of Decemb. 25. 


T*He third of Fanuary, 1628. my Lord Mont 
Joy, and the reſt: who had been taken Pri- 
loners in the Iſle of Re, arrived at Lodon, being 
conducted by the Sieur de Meanx, who preſented 
them to the Queen, from the Queen her Mother, 
who had obtained of the King the ſending of them 
without. Ranſom, and boaſted of the courteous 
Entertainment which they had received, even that 
they had been defrayed thorough the ow - 
ne 
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The Gentleman that brought them (who isa witty 162% 
man) negotiated with the Principal of the Coun- X{arci*W 
cil, for a Treaty of Accommodation, for which a | 
the Ambaſladours of Denmark, had formerly made " 
ſome Overtures ; we obſcrved, that he gave them 
ſrequent Viſits, and that accordingly they took a 
ſudden reſolution to go to France, where we diſco- 
vered they had a deſign to purſue that Negotia- 
tion. | 
Upon this we had our dovble fears, one that 
theſe Propoſitions of Accommodation was but an 
Artifice for retarding the preparations, the con- 
ſequence of which we ſaw from the ſmalneſs of 
the Proviſions that we knew was in the City: The 
other, that in caſe a Treaty ſhould be agreed on 
in earneſt, it would be to our diſadvantage; in 
that it was unlikely, that afrer the diſgrace at Re, 
the Engliſh would be under the neceſlary conſidera- 
tion of leaping into that Port and Citadel, which 
their Arms could not batter; and therefore, upon 
theſe grounds, we reſolved to endeavour to di- 
yert the Duke from hearkening thercunto. - 

When we ſought an opportunity to diſcourſe 
the Duke in this matter, he preventing it, told 
us, the eleventh of this Month, that he appre- 
hended very well to what end the courteous de- 
portment of the French tended, that not to give 
place to them in conrteſie, his Majeſty would alfo 
ſend back the Frerch Priſoners, which ſhould he 
conducted by Monlicur Dolbier. In the mean time, 
that we ſhould eſteem our ſelves entirely aſſured 
(and give the like to thoſe of Roche/) that they 
would not come upon any thing which ſhall tend 
to a Treaty, until that by ſome notable Exploit 
they ſhould put themſelves into a condition to do

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it advantageouſly, both for them and us; that if 
in France they have any other belief, it cannot bur 
be advantageous to us, becauſe they may thereup- 
onabatez whereas on the contrary, as to them, 
they would redouble their diligence. 

It was not a little ſatisfaction to us to hear him 
ſpeak in this manner z and above all, when the 
next day he made us an Overture, to preſent us to 
the Council, and to expreſs our juſt fears with ear- 
neſtne{s, that upon the noiſe which might be ſcat- 
tered of an Accommodation, our Common Af- 
fairs might receive prejudice. And thus we have 
given you a Narrative of the diſcourſe it ſelF. 

Tae 13th, we carried him our Memorial, which

Engines : beſides that, there was before the Digue 
a Pallifade of tioating Veitels, anchored and tyed 
one to another by great Cables, and Chains of L- 
ron,which roſe and fell with the Sea, as it came in, 
and went out, with many Engines and Candle- 
ſticks, (an Engine called fo, becauſe made in the 
form of a Candleſtick, ) to the end that their in- 
tanglement might render the acceſs more difficult 
and perilous for thoſe that would undertake to 
force it, and enter Rochel. 

At this time died in the City the Sjeur de Lov- 
driere, of a Burning Fever, and was honourably 
interred, according as his Rank and Quality oi 
Chief Juſtice required.

 Oftober. it, told Wonders of.the Preparations that were 


made againit the next High-tide ; and above all, 
that they had three Ships to uſe as a Mine to blow 
up the Dive with, in cach of which there were 
wany thoulands of Powder, from which they ex: 
pected great eſiect for breaking the Dzzze, and 
entirely opening the pallage. 

This canſed ſome particular perſons ( fore. 
judging that with the ſaid High-water Victuals 
would come into the City } to make on the tenth, 
eleventh, twelft1, and thirteenth, a publick ſale 
of Corn, Biſquet, and all ſorts of Proviſions; and 
there was found one amongſt others, who had for- 
ty Buſhels of Corn, and as many of Wheat, ten 
Quintals of Biſquet, twelve Buſhels of Beans, and 
as many of Peaſe, ſix Buſhels of Fitches, one Bale 
of Rice, twelve Quintals of dried Fiſh of Yirouy, 
and {ix Barre!s of Butter.

having been always very calm, ſo that they could 
not hope for relief ſooner than jwith the next 
Spring-tide, aſlembled-the Council in the Town- 
houſe, to the end to conſider how to govern 
themſelyes for the time to come. Amongſt other 
things they ordained, that there ſhould be eſta- 
bliſhed in all the Companies of the City, Com- 
miſſioners to make ſearch in all Houſes ro ſez what 
Corn there was, or other Proviſions, and to leave 
thereof, in each Houſe where any was found, for 
fifteen days, or three Weeks at the moſt, and to 
take the reſt to diſtribute to thoſe that had none. 
The ſeafch being made, there was found in all but 
150 Buſhels of Corn of all Grain, each having 
done of themſelves, at the arrival of the Eze!iſh, 
what now the Council would do, and hclp- 
ed their Parents and Friends with what they had 


over, expecting nothing leſs than to fee the Er. 


21 Fleet a Month in the Road without doing any 
thing.

The 179tn of O&ber, the Sicur Arnault came to 
the Port S. Nichelas to Parley ; thore were n0- 
minated to hear him the Sicurs YVrerte, Riffanlt, 
Fournault, and Mecguay: he returned the next 
day, and conferred Jong with them, but could net 
conclude any thing. 

The 18th, in the morning, the Mayor and Coun-

The 19th, in the morning before day, the

Colewort frigaſed, Bread of Straw made with. a 
little Sugar, Flower of Roots, Jriſþ Powder, 
Gelly of the skins of Beaſts and Sheep, Horns of 
Deer beaten to Powder, old Bult-Coats, ſoles of UE 
Shooes, Boots, Aprons of Leather, Eelts for þ 3s 
Swords, old Pockets, Leather Points, Parchment, 45 
Wood beaten in a Mortar, Plaiſter, Earth, Dung i 
(which I have ſeen with my eyes) Carrion, and » 
Bones that the Dogs had gnawn, and indeed alj v 
that came in their ſight, though fuch tood gave | 
rather death than ſuſtenance, or prolongation of 
life, from whence there paſled not a day that there 
died not two or three hundred, or more perfons, 
in ſuch ſort, that not only the Church-yards, but 
even the Houſes, Streets, and out-parts of the Ci 
ty, were in alittle time filled with dead bod:es, 
without having .cther Sepulchres than the places 
| where they fell, the living not baving fo much 
= Aftrength as. to throw them into th? Ditch, even 
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| many went todie in the Church-yards. 
4 During theſe Calamities and Miſeries, ſome, 
who having reſeryed hidden Proviſion, ſold them

of the City) for the ſum of two hundred Livers, 
which is twelve pound ten ſhillings Starling; a 
Biſquet , which ſcarce weighed ſeven or eight 
ounces, for ten or twelve Crowns, which is forty 
five or fifty four ſhillings Srarling ; a Calf a thou- 
ſand Livers, which 1s ſeventy five pound Srarlins, 
with ſcme reſerve for the ſeller, a Sheep, from 
three to five hundred Ztivers, at eighteen pence 
Starlmg the Liver , and all the reft , afcer the 
ſame rate; and yet they thought themſelves hap. 
Py, who hy the Interceſſion of Friends, could pet 
any thing at theſe Rates. In the mean time, it was 
a marvellous thing, that the neceſlicies being ſuch, 
and the Mortalty fo great, there was no 
Confederation or grumbling in the City, veither 
by the common people, nor others, to oblige the 
Mayor and his Council to Capitulate, but all ſuf- 
fer themſelves to be led to their deaths without 
complaints and murmuring. teſtifying their ſati(- 
faction and contentment, Which ſhews the great 
mftuence that Religion and Liberty have upon the 
fpirits of men. As to thoſe without, I mean the 
Kings Army, tt was alſo marvellous, that. having 
advice of the lamentable and frightful neceflity, 
and the extreme feebleneſs that the place was re- 
duced unto, they never attempted the Storming 
of it, when it was impoſlible for them within to 
have reſiſted, having no ſtrength left them, not ſo 
much as to traverte their Cannon, or to Toll 
therr Great Bell for the Sermon; and when they 
fet their Guards, they found often half of them 
deadin the morning z and the like by their Cel- 
tinels, in ſo much, that many Nights palled, _

Courts of Guard, to that the leaſt atiempr had Oober.} Þ}} 


carried the City; but Gcd looked upon us in 
mercy. and prepared the King to exerciſe to.vards 
us th2 Wonders aid Miracles of his Mercy and 
Clemency. 

During the horrour of this Famine, as there 
was Examples of Cruelty, -taere was alfo many 
of great Cnarity, in a free and voluntary diſtri- 
bution of their Over-plus, as others had done of 
their Plenty, for inriching of themſelves ; and e- 
ſpecially Sieur Thinanult, a Merchant, and one of 
my Uncles, called Sieur Daprar, who having in 
their Houſe a moſt great quantity of Wheat, and 
other Corn, ſold not one grain, but diſtributed it 
toihoſe whom they judged to be in want, for to 
repay them only when God ſhould reſtore them to 
peace and ability. 

Others there were who diſtributed Charity ſo 
in ſecret, as the Authors thereof were never dil- 
covered; and amongſt others, I had knowledge 
of one which ſecms to me moſt remarkable: Le 
Steur de 1a Gonte, a Honorary Advocate to the 
King, had a Siſter, Widow to a Merchant called 
Proſni,, who being a very religious and charitab'e 
Woman, when the Famine begun to be more ſharp 
than ordinary, aſſiited freely rhe Poor z her Siſter- 
in-law, Wife to the Steur de/a Coute, being of a- 
nother humour, reproved her for it, asking her in 
choler, what ſhe would do when ſhe had given all 
away; to which ſhe anſwered, My Siſter, the 
Lord will provide for me. The Famine increa- 
fing, and the Siege continuing , this poor Wi- 
dow, who had fonr Children, finding her ſelf in a 
freight, having no Proviſions at all left, went to

that a Man, vihom they did not. know, it being 
late, knocked at the-door, and'as ſoon as it was 
opened, threw m a Sack of Wheat of about a 
Puſhel ( which is ncar two Ernz/iſh Buſhels) and 
then went readily away, without ſaying any thing 
to them : This poor Woman, though hardly a- 
ble to believe her own eyes, went preſently out 
of doors, and with the greateſt ſpeed ſhe covid 
(in her famiſhed condition) run to her Siſter-in- 
law, and toid ker with a ſtrong voice, as ſoon as 
the ſaw her, My Siſter, the Lord hath provided for 
7185 and then returned, without diſcourſing tur:

Now I hold my ſeif obliged in duty to impart 
unto the Publick a Narrative wnich came from 
Cardirai Rich:licws own particular Family, a lit- 
tic after the rendition, which is believed to have 
been compoſed either by one of his Secretaries, $4 
or poſlibly by himſeif, which may very well ſerve i 4 
to i1luitrate that which follows, touching the Con- i 1 
ditions granted the Rochellers, and ſhew the man- 
ner and grounds upon which they were granted 
the Tenour of which is as followeth, 

Cardinal R:zchelicu nnderſtanding by Letters 
from Steur Fequiere to Sieur Arnazlt his Brother- 
in-law , that the Rochellers deſired Paſs-ports to 
ſeek his Majeſties Grace ( which he was pleaſed 
with) bis firſt care was to give the King ready 
advice thereof, who received it with great 
joy. and immediately did the Cardinal the Ho- 
nour to goto him to Soſay, where he aſſembled 
the Council, for to deliberate upon ſome Condi- 
tions under which they would receive the City, 
notwithſtanding their obſtinacy in their Rebel- 
low. -

The fame day, about ten in the morning, Sieur 
Arnault preſented himſelf with Paſs-ports for the 
Deputies, if they would ſend any; and the four a- 
bove-named, being choſen, went with him to the 

| Cardinal Richelieu, who after hearing them, told 

- them, that he had no Commiſſion from the King, 

to treat with his Subjects of the City of Roche!, 

{ but only to hear their Propoſitions and Demands : 

Nevertheleſs, that he would not ceaſe to inter. 
cede for them to his Majeſty, ro procure them 
their Lives, Religion, and Eſtates; but as to 
their Priviledges, and form of Government, his 
Majeſty would referve that in his own Power : 
not that he would put Souldiers into the City, nor 
make a Citadel, but rather demoliſh the fortifica- 
tions, and that in a day or twoat furtheſt they 
ſhould return the ſame to him, or other Conditi- 
ons to accept of; and beſides, that he gave them 
this Anſwer by word of month, he gave it them - 
alſo inwriting, in a little Note. 

Being come back, the Mayor and Council order- 
ed that the Bell of the City-Houſe ſhould be tolled 
the next day, being Ofober 28, at ſeven in the 

INOorning; 
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morning, to the end thar they might reſolve up. 
on theſe offers; and being aflembled in the Hall 
of the City. and having heard the report of the 
Deputies , according to the tenure of the ſaid 
Note or Billet, they reſolved to receive the beſt 
Conditions of Peace that they could pet ; and to 
that end was named the Sieurs d' A:gou!rn., and 
de la Gonte, tO Agree wich the above-1aid Deputies 
upon the Articles. 

Having compoſed the Articles, and ſhewed 
them to the Council, the Deputies went from 
the City betwixt three and four 1n the Evening, 
and came to Sauſay to wait upon Cardinal Riche. 
Leu, who deferred them till tne next morning, but 
in the interim cauſed them to be well treated, 
both as to Bed, and Board. 

The next morning (being the 29th) they were 
called before him, finding him witn my Lords the 
Keepers of the Seal, Marſhal Schomberg, and 0- 
ther Lords of the Council, and preſented to him 
their Propoſitions and Demands ; upon which he 
told them, that the King was pleaſed , of pure 
grace, to grantthem their Lives, Eſtates, and Li- 
berty of Conſcience-z but as to that Head which 
imported the treating in general for all thoſe of 
their Party, that it did not behove them to med- 
dle with any thing but what concerned them- 
ſelves only, according as the French in the Engl 
Army treated for themſelves apart : and the 
better to perſwade them to it, he ſhewed them the 
Deputies from the Engliſh Fleet, but without per- 
mitting them to ſpeak together. In the end, after 
many Conteſts, and above all, about liberty of the 
exerciſe of their Religion within the City, they 
agreed upon Articles of Peace, under the Condi- 
tions as followeth. The

at preſent to render to him, opening the Gates of the Ci- 
ty, which they will afually deliver into his hands, to 
diſpoſe thereof as it ſhall pleaſe him, and to preſcribe 
to them ſuch manner of living as he ſhall think moſt 
proper for the time to come, without 6ther Conditions 
than ſuch as it ſhall pleaſe his Majeſty in bounty to give 
them, which they 1mplore with humility, beſeeching him 
80 treat them as his Subjects, who will bereafter live 
and die in the maſt perfeft obedience that hath ever 
been rendered to any Soveraign. 

The King, having regard to the repentance of his 
Subjetts, the Inhabitants of the City of Rochel, and 
ro their Proteſt ations, of lsving foy the time to come, 
as they are obliged by their Bi#th ,, and that they will 
the thirtieth ef October give Evidence thereof, by 0- 
pening the Gates of the ſaid City of Rochel, and deli- 
ver the City up to his Majeſty, for him to diſpoſe there- ' 
of, as ſhall ſeem good unto him, hath commanded, and '

The ſeventh of Ofeb. 1528. a Shalloop com- 
inz from the Kings Army, and ſtaying in the mid- 
d]2 of rhe way, called /z Pallice, with a white Flag, 
demanded to communicate with the Deputies of 
Rachel, and the French. 

By the permiſſion of the Engliſh General, the 
Stcur Forin, Deputy for the Duke of Rohan, with 
ſome others, and Mr. Aontague (Who was fince 
made Abbot of Penroſe in France) went aboard 


the Shalloop, where they found tie S137 T reelle- | 


bois ,, one of the Kings Captains, and one that 
mad- profeſſion of the Reformed Religion, with 


the Sicur Liſle, Adjutant-Major in the fame Ar- 


my, who made Propoitions to all the French in 


the Egliſh Army, to retire, and ſeck the Kings 


Grace and Pardon, aſſuring them, thar he would 
receive them to mercy, and would like it, if they 
ſhou!d intercede with him for the City 0! Rocyd : 
upon which they broke, only A7ontague Making 
himſelf known, deſired the above-mentioned 
Treillebois to Preſent his ſervice to Cardinal R:- 
checlien. : 

The thirteenth, there returned four Enzl:ſo who 
had been taken Priſoners by the Kings Ships, and 
who applauded the good entertainment that had 
been given them; and ſaid, that they had it in 
charge from Cardinal R:cheliex to tell the Sieur 
Aontague , that he took his Salutations in good 
part, and gave him aſſurance of all good enter- 
cainment, in caſe he would confer with him ; and 
from thence ſhould hope for good ſucceſs for the 
two Crowns. 

The next day, being the 14th dirto, the Council

was aſſembled, to which was called the Duke cf 
Soubize, and the Deputics for Rockel : The Sjeur 
Ao;:taguepropoicd it as necellary, to make a tho. 
Tough diſcovery of the Dzgne, taking occaſion 
from the 1avitation that had been made him the 

ay before to go into the Kings Camp, and carry. 
ing with him an Engineer, he brought back ſrom 
thence all new aſſurances. 

The Deputies cryed out againſt that Propoſiti- 
on, ſhewing, that nothing but miſchief could from 
thence arrive them, ſince that ſo ſoon as the leaſt 
noiſe ſhould be ſpread in the Army of a Treaty, 
they ought not to hope any more that that courage 
which was already enough damped, would after: 
wards reſolve to fight: And as to the deſign of 
diſcovering the Dizxe, that thoſe who ſhould do 
it, were at leaſt as crafty as thoſe who will not 
ſhew themſelves, except in places moſt perplexed; 
and that their report about the Digue would not 
ſerve for any thing ſave the breeding of a Con- 
ſternation, and diſpondency 1n the Souldiers, 

Notwithſtanding this oppoſition, Montague was 
reſolved to make the Voyage with a German En- 
gineer ; and preſently parting, returned the ſame 
day, reporting, that Cardinal R:cheliex had recel- 
ved him well, and made Propoſitions concerning 
the general good of Chriſtendom, upon which he 
had charged them to confer with the General.

Camp, which putting the Deputies into an AL

The Deputies hereupoa ſaid, that they ſaw

It was notwithſtanding reſolved, that AXontague 
ſhou!d take Polt, promiling to return within fife 
tcen days at the furtheſt, wich promiſes neverthe- 
leſs made by the General to the Dcpuries, that if 
the Wind did but ferve. they ſhould ſpare no At- 
tempt. 

The 21th, the General ſcnt for Sicur Vincent, 
and told him, that God ſeemed to fight. from Hea- 
ven againſt the paſſionate deſire he had to do fome 
generous execution for the relickt of Rzche!; that 
ſince his arrival, there had ſlipped away 22 days, 
the Calms, or contrary Winds, having all that 
time preyented the attempting of the Dzgue;

in opinion, that it was not executabl?; that from 
the Head the Malady had inf<ted the Body, in 
ſich ſort, that he obſerved throughout in his Ar- 
my, a great coldnels, yet Notw:it thitanding that, 
he nad fparcd nothing, nor would, of that which 
d<pend<d on him, for coming to the end of his En. 
t-rpriſe; but to proyide againſt all Events, and 
ſyppoling that the Seaſon might continte unſa- 
vourable, he judged it beſt to adviſe th2 Xochellers 
to commence a Treaty, that they may be diſpo- 
ſed thereto againſt the arrival of Afontazue, when 
a'l things would be prepared for a good Accom- 
modation , If there be not othcr means for re- 
lieving it. 

The Sicur Yizcent communicated this with the 
Duc of Soubize, and the other Deputies, who 
jointly concluded, rhat it was abſolutely necellary 
to acquaint thoſe of Rochel herewith, and to re- 
member them of the inſtance that the Sieur Tre. 
boichad formerly made them, telling them, that tley 
(their Deputics) were reſolved to intercede with 
theR ing for his Grace,and endeavor to hring them 
(their F ellow-C itizens) toit, that they may owe lt 
to his Bounty, rather than to the lnterceſlion of 
Strangers, and believed that it would be grateful 
to have Communication thereof with him, and 
that it behoved them to ſeek the means. This 
They made known tothe Engliſh General, of whom 
having had tne approbation, they diſpatched a 
Priſoner, called Farnon , belonging to the aid 
Treillehois, to whom they writ this Letter.

The other Letter in Cypher, from Sicur /jucent 
to the Mayor in particular, was as followeth.

1s impoſſible to force the Digue. Againſt theſe two E- 
vils, which are extreme, we would with all our might 
provide ſome Remedies : And as to the firſt, the 
Duke of Soubize hath writ effeually to the ſaid 
King , aud I moſt particularly to Monſteur David 
and that which gives us hope that they will 710t advance 
any thing againſt us on that ſide, is, that knowing the 
true generous Trelinations of that Prince, we cannot

In like manner 
the Earl of Morton, who is Vice- Admiral, and the 
Principal Captains, promiſe us marvels, and there paſ- 


ſeth not an hour that we do not ſollicit them, eſpecially 


the Duke of Soubize applies himſelf therein with ar 
extraordinary affettion and aſſiquity ; nevertheleſs, he 
and we fear, that thoſe upon whom depends the next 
execution, will not ſecord the good intentions of ther.

This Gentleman being diſpatched with theſe 
Letters, and necellary Inſtructions , went to the 
Kings Camp, where they debated, wiether he 
ſhonld go to Rechel or no; butintheend it was 


_ carried for going ; and the 26th he went thither, 


where, according as he had promiſed, he deliver. 
cd allthe Letters which he was truſted with, and 
the 27th carried an Anſwer back to the Engliſh 
Army, where he remained till after the reduction 


_ of the City, and hath not fince returned into 


France, at leaſt that any knows of ; from whence 
one may gather, that he had ſome doubt with him- 
ſelf, whether he had not ſerved the Deputies more 
faithfully, than thoſe to whom he was firſt in- 
gaged. 

What effects theſe Letters produced when de- 
livered, belongs to the Hiſtory of the carriage of 
the Citizens within the Town ; whatever it was, 
the ſame day they were communicated with the 
Sieur de Fequiere ( who they kept Priſoner ) to 
manage the Treaty of Peace, which a little after 
was brought to perfection, and ſigned the 29th 
tollowing.

ther, that iſone migut make uſe of their ſeveral 
Diſcourſes to each Party, as might beſt ſerve his 
turn. But however, fnding that their laſt Letrers 
to the City had been deiivered, by which tvey had 
acquainted them now they had managed a Pals- 
port for going to them, they concluded tnat tit

The Deputies trom the Engiiſh Army knowing

Gobert ſhould go to the City,and SieurVYincent tothe 
Engliſh, to whom having carried this il! news, the 
General expreſled his great diſlike of it, and the 
more becauſe Montague, having uſed the diligence 
he promiſed, was returned, and had b:onzght all 
neceſſary Orders for the Treaty, to Wiich the 
Engliſh had very willingly conſented , but were 
deſirous to have had all to paſs thorough their 
hands. 

Montague upon the. whole was very angry that 
his runnings had been unprofitable, and fe!] upon 
Sjeur Vincent in full Council for rendering of the 
City, blaming their impatience, and acculing 
them of having ill requited the King of Epglar's 
good will towards them. 

The Sieur Y7nrcent anſwered him, That he would 
force a man wounded with griet to tear it irom 
his Boſom; and told him, Thar as to his poor 
Country, in behalf of which he durſt fo unjult- 
ly accuſe him, it was he, and ſuch as he, that by 
their ſecret Conſpiracies had reduced it to the M- 
ſerable condition wherein it now was : That hc 
did not ſpeak of his ſerene Majeſty of F17/4:%, 
whoſe Intentions he knew had always been for 
faving of this poor City ; nor did he inrend cne 
preſent General, of whoſe ſincerity and good- 
will he deſired to be very cautious; but 3s 70 
Montague, and others of his Faction, who under:

their lives. Sicur Yiacent called Heaven and 
Earth, and all honeſt men that were preſent, to 
witneſs if it were not unjuſt and inhumane tolay 
the blame of this occaſion upon them, thereby to 
raviſh them of the ſole Conlolation left them in 
their miſery, and ſo to leave nothing undone that 

might aggravate their ſufferings, inſtead of en- 

deavouring to defend them who have witneſſeda 

Conſtancy, which Poſterity will think a Prodigy, 

or hardly believe It. 

The General, who carried fair to Sieur Y;er, 
acknowledged the truth of that which he ſaid; 
and, ſeeing him tranſported with grief, ſtayed the 
Diſcourſe, and reſtrained Montague, who, in 
great paſhon, demanded reparation for this dit- 
courſe, and ſo left the Company.

was one upon Broxage not to be acted until their 
return, wnen they ſhall have need of their Con- 
duct all along the Coaſt, even unto the Channel, 
or Narrow Seas, becaule- they had more know- 
ledge therein than they had - Above all, that it 
would concern the Honour of their King, that be- 
ing under his Banner, they ſhould make a Treaty 
without him, nor ought they to ratifie it, but leave 
thething entire to his Majeſty. 

The Council being aſſembled, It was hereupon 
reſolved to carry all the French', and even the 
Sicur Vincent, to give an acccunt to the King of 
what he had done in the Treaty. 

The General having ſent for him aboard, ac 


quainted him withit; to which he anſwered, hat

E NN. RT by the Grace of God King of 
France and 2 avarre , To all preſent 
and to come, Greeteth. Among the 
infinite mercies that God hath pleaſed 

| to beſtow upon us, that moſt ſignal and remarka- 

ble is, his having given us power and ſtrength 
B not 
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not to yield to the dreadful Troubles, Confuſions, 
and Diſorders, which were found at our coming 
to this Kingdom, divided into ſo many Parties 
and Factions, that the moſt legitimate was almoſt 
the leait, enabling us with conſtancy, in ſuch 
manner to oppoſe the ſtorm, as 1n the end to ſur- 
mount it , reducing this Eſtate to peace and reſt ; 
for which to him alone be given the honour and 
glory , and us the grace to acknowledge our obli- 
gation, IN having our labours made ule of for the 
accompliſhing ſo good a work, in which it hath * 
been viſible to all, that we have not only done 
what was our duty, and in our power, but ſome- 
thing more than at another time, would (peradven- 
ture) have been agreeable to the Dignity we now 
hold ; as in not having had more care, than to have 
many times ſo freely expoſed our own life. And 
in this great concurrence of weighty and perillous 
Afairs, not being able to compoſe all at one and 
the ſame time, we have choſen this Order. Firſt 
to undertake thoſe who were not to be ſuppreſſed 
but by force, and rather to remit and ſuſpend 
others for ſome time , who might be dealt with 
by reaſon and juſtice : for for the general difleren- 
ces among our good Subjects , and the particular 
evils of the ſonndeſt parts of the State, we judg- 
ed might be eaſily cured, after the principal cauſe | 
(the continuation of the Civil Wars) was takcn

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hath ever been the end of all our vows and inten- 
tions) as all the reward we deſire or expect for fo 
much pain and trouble, as we have taken in the 
whole courſe of our life. Amongſt our ſaid affairs 
(towards which it behoves us to have patience) one 
of the principal hath been, the many complaints 
we have received from divers of our Provinces 


and Catholick Cities, for that the exerciſe of the 


Catholick Religion was not univerſally re-eſta- 
bliſhed , as 1s provided by Edicts or Statutes here- 
tofore made for the Pacification of the troubles 
ariſing from Religion; as alſo the Supplications 
and Remonſtrances which have been made to us 
by our Subjects of the Reformed Religion , as well 
upon the execution of what hath been granted 
them by the ſaid former Laws, as thar they deſire 
to have ſome addition for the exerciſe of their Reli- 
gion, the liberty of their Conſciences , and the fe- 
curity of their Perſons and Fortuncs : preſuming 
to have juſt reaſons for deſiring ſome inlargement 
of Articles, as not being without great apprehen- 
ſons, becauſe their ruine hath been the principal 
pretext and original foundation of the late Wars, 
Troubles, and Commotions. Now not to burden 
us with too much bulineſs at once, as alſo that the 
fury of War was not compatible with the Eſta- 
bliſhment of Laws, how good foever they might 
be, we have hitherto deferred from time to time 
giving remedy herein, Bnt now that it hath plea- 
ſed God to give us a beginning of injoying ſome 
reſt, we think we cannot imploy our felf herter, 
than to apply to that which may tend to the glory 
and ſervice of his holy Name, and to provide that 
he may be adored and prayed unto by all our SnÞ- 
jects: and ifit hath not yet pleafed bim to perm:t

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it to be in one and the ſame Form of Religion, thar 
it may at.the Icait be with one and the fame in- 
cention, and with ſuch Rules as may prevent a- 
mong({t them all trouble or tumults : and that 
we and tins Kingdom may always conſerve the 
glorious Title of moſt Chriſtian, which hath been 
by ſo much merit fo long ſince acquired : and by 
the ſame means take away the cauſe of miſchief 
and trouble, winch may happen from the actions 
of Religion, which of all others are moſt prevalent 
and penetrating. For this cauſe, acknowledging 
this aſfair to be of the greateſt importance , and 
wortny of the belt conſideration, after having con- 
ſidered the Papers of. Complaints of our Catholick 
Subjects, and having allo permitted to onr Subjects 
of the Reformed Religion to aſſemble themſelves by 
D-puties,for framing their complaints, and making 
a Collection of all their Remonſtrances ; and having 
thereupon conferred divers times with them, view- 
ing the precedent Laws, we have upon the whole 
judged it necellary to give to all our ſaidSubjects one 
general Law, clear, pure, and abſolute, by which 
they ſhall be regulated in all differences which 
have heretofore riſen among them , or may here- 
aitcr riſe , wherewith the one and other may be 
contented , being framed according as the time 
requires: and having had no other regard in this 
aclberation, than ſolely the zeal we have to the 
{ſervice of God, praying that he would hencefor- 
ward render to all our faid Subje&s a durable and 
eſtabliſhed Peace, Upon which we implore and 
expect from his Divine bounty the ſame protection 
and tavour ,- as he hath always viſibly beſtowed 
upon this Kingdom from our Birth, during the 
many years #c have attained unto, and give our 
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ſaid Subjects the grace to underſtand, that in the 
obſervation of this our Ordinance conſiſteth (after 
that which is their duty towards God and us ) the 
principal foundation of their union, concord, tran 
quillity,, reſt, and the re-eſtabliſhment of all th1s 
Eſtate in its firſt ſplendour, opulency, and ſtrength.
